a lirm believer in inspiration, and I believe 
it is far more common among authors than 
most people suppose. The poets by no 
means monopolize it. In almost every 
author s work there are sentences, scenes 
or chapters that are genuine inspirations, 
ocrn of the moment, flashing upon the 
author's mind without the least warning 
In my own case many of the best things I 
bnvo written have come to me in that way 
bee here, let me show you how I work » 
and be took a long blank book from 1,'is 
desk. "This is the kind of a book I write 
the first drafts of my stories in before hiv- 
ing them copied on a typewriter. 


"You see, I write on only one side of the 


page, while on the other side you will see 
occasional lines hastily jotted down di- 
agonally across the page 
Those are my 


inspirations,' and they come about in this 
way: While I am writing suddenly an 
idea will pop into my head, often utterly 
irrelevant to the particular part of the 
work on which I am engaged-some scene 
later on in my story, or it may be only a 
sentence or two—the happy expression of 
some thought. I turn instantly and jot it 
down on the opposite page, then go on with 
my work, and when I have reached the 
point m my story where my 'inspiration' is 
needed I turn back and copy It. 


"I used to try to remember these things

•who was a florist in the village named 
TruM-hel became despondent and frequent- 
ly thieatened to take his own life. 


On« morning as the other employees en- 


tered the greenhouse they smelled an odor 
as if of something burning. Upon investi- 
gating they found Truschel with his body 
wedgnd half way through the furnace door- 
way. 
His head and part of his body were 


completely burned away. He left a letter 
invit i ag those of his friends who were as 
unhappy as he had been to do as he hac 
done. 


In 1380 Paul Hines committed suicide in 


Lake Michigan in n novel way, which 
shovt rd that he was a determined fellow. 
In order to guard against rescue he tied a 
lifepieservertohis feet so that he would 
be su rn to float head downward and thus 
drew.i before assistance could reach him. 
He succeeded.—New York Herald.

A Primitive Method. 


As late as the end of the Sixteenth cen- 


tury in London the sole method of ex- 
tinguishing fires w«9 by means of con- 
trivances known as "hand squirts." These 
were usually made of brass, with a carry- 
ing capacity ranging from two to four 
quarts of water. The two quart "squirts" 
were two and n half feet in length, one inch 
and a half in diameter at their largest part 
and hut half an inch at the nozzle. On 
each side were handles, and th 'ee men 
were required to manipulate « "squirt." 


One man on each side grasped the haiulle 


hi one hand and the nozzle in the other, 
while the third man worked the piston or 
plunger, drawing it out while the nozzle 
was immersed in n supply of water, which 
filled the cylinder. The bearers then ele- 
vated the nozzle when the other pushed in 
the plunger, the skill of the former being 
employed in directing the stream of water 
upon the fire. Such primitive contrivances 
are said to have been used during the great 
fire of 16GO.— Detroit Free Press.
